During the year 1968 there were 
bullding permits for 131 new homes 
and 12 industrial buildings., to 
mention the two chelf categories. 
The declared value of the homes 
was $2,010,050, and the declared 
value of the industrial buildings 
was $6,517,000, The grand total

$2 - 3 Million Cost 
for High School Addition 


About forty town officials and a 
few spectators were told, Monday 
fn the High School Library, 
that another 100,000 square feet 
was needed fr Wilmington High 
School, Present construction costs 
were cited as $28 a square foot in 
Andover, and $21,46 a square foot 
in Peabody. 

The present school building is 
of 118,000 square feet, To add to 
this would require another section, 
which could be of two or three 
stories, The estimated time of 
construction was put at two to 
three years, 

Walter Pierce, Acting Superin- 
tendent of Schools, was the prin- 
cipal speaker. He was introduced 
by William Fay, Chairman of the 
Wilmington School Committee, 

Pierce told the assembled group 
that the School Board, in 1968, had 
told Hill & Associates to complete 
a prior study, which included an 
educational design report; an in- 
spection of existing facilities; Ed- 
ucational Specifications; and Eval- 
uation Modification, In the third 
phase of their study they had re- 
commended 311,000 square feet. 

‘The School Committee, Pierce 
said, had decided to reduce the 
Hill & Associate total area re- 
quirements, after a study report 


by high school personnel and sur- 
veys of other high schools and 
plans, 

In order to add 100,000 square 
feet to the present school building 
more land would be needed, Pierce 
said the decision was to expand to 
29 acres, from the present 17,9 
acres, 

This would entail the take-over 
of the Grange Hall property, on 
Wildwood Street, plus property of 
Frotton and Luongo, on that street, 
in part. About 4 acres of swamp 
land, in back of the Fenton home 
on Adams Street would be needed, 
and there would have to be an 
agreement for mutual use ofpark- 
ing facilities, in back of the First 
Baptist Church, property owned by 
the Baptist Convention, 

The addition to the High School 
would result in an additional 20 to 
25 class rooms, depending on de~ 
sign, Bernard McMahon, High 
School principal, told the group 
that there wasn’t always 25 or so 
pupils to a class, that sometimes 
there had to be classes of 10, The 
present high school capacity is 
being used, he said, ‘about 997%, 

Pierce said that the Educational 
Specifications could be ready in 
‘early spring’, and that he hoped 
to have eight or ten meetings with 


the General Public, before the 
final decision is made in Town 
Meeting, in order that the public 
know and understand the problems, 

Robert Michelson of the Per- 
manent Building Committee wanted 
to know if the State Building As- 
sistance Commission would ap- 
prove of an addition, Pierce said 
they ‘were hard’ at first, because 
the SBAB wanted a new school, 
but that on further consultation 
they had agreed to adding to the 
present facility, 

The present high school, with 
room for1100 to 1200 pupils, was 
constructed in three parts, in 1951, 
1956 and 1959, The addition would 
make a school for about 1600 pupils 

There are no time schedules, as 
yet, Pierce told Joseph Courtney 
of the Finance Committee, Court~ 
ney asked about anew Intermediate’ 
School, Pierce was of the belief 
that this question could be solved 
by additions to the present schools, 
There was sufficient land, he said, 

There would be no immediate 
need for expanding the elementary 
schools, because of the new Shaw- 
sheen School, now building, but

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The Story of Photon 
and Photo Typesetting 


It was 15 years ago that Photon 
located in Wilmington, in a nice 
building on Middlesex Avenue that 
some people said looked like anew 
modern school, 

Rh was a small company, with a 
unique idea in type setting, photo 
typesetting, The first complete 
model -of the machine had been 
completed in 1946, and the first 
beg letely automatic prototype in 
1948, 

The machine became fully oper~ 
ational in 1949, even if it did not 
yet incorporate all the typographic 
versatility deemed necessary, 

Further development was needed 
and continued, 

A significant step for Photon was 
in 1952, when the first book to be 
completely produced on a photo~ 
typesetter was made, k was ‘The 
Wonderful World of Insects’ by 
Albro T, Gaul, still a treasured 
item in many households, and was 
published simultaneously in 1953 
by Rinehart & Company in the 
United States, and by Clarke, Irwin 
& Company, in Canada, 

The company did not consider 
their -first phototypesetter to be 
versatile enough for acommercial 
use, Development continued until 
the machine held and mixed 12 
sizes of each of 16.different type- 
faces, a total of 192 fonts of type 
at a time, The Photon company 
then began to fill orders from the 
pariently waiting printers and pub- 
Ushers, and the first models were 
delivered early in 1954, while the 
firm was still in Cambridge, 

Further improvements were in 
the’ making, and in 1954 Photon 
began to make the now widely 
used 200 Admaster series of photo- 
typsetters, 

There was still research to be 
done, and for the next several 
) years the company was engaged 

in developing other phototypesetter 
models, particularly for the auto- 
matic tape - driven applications, 
The Model 250 Tapemaster is the 
iatOst ode) in a series that is 
driven by both direw. keyboard and 
by perforated paper tape, 

The development of the 500 Dis- 

. Playmaster sertes, to help in the 
composition of advertisements, 
kept pace with the use of general 
purpose computers for phototype- 
setting, These are models that do 
not have keyboards, but are driven 
directly from computer - generat- 
ed paper tape. The low cost 
Model 560 is the latest in this 
series, 

In 1965 Photon introduced the 
high-speed, typographically ver- 
satile, and computer - compatible 
713 Textmaster ‘series, Model 
713-10 images 25 characters per 
second, and its output is 40 news- 
paper lines per minute, Its photo 
unit hllds and automatically mixes 
8 sizes, from 5 to 36 points in 
Size, of each of 8 different and 
changeable 96 character typefaces, 
One of these is now tobe installed 
in the Town Crier office,

Other machines of the 713 model 
can produce 100 to 200 lines per 
minute, and set composition up to 
15 inches wide, 

Photon also, in 1965, introduced 
the ultra high-speed Zip machine, 
B images (prints) up to 800 charac- 
ters per second, and ts driven by 
computer-generated magnetic tape 
It fs still the fastest direct - photo 
~ imaging system in the world, and 
is used mainly in the composition 
of directories, catalogues, and 
listings that are the products of 
computer data processing, Tele- 
phone books, for example, can be 
produced at an amazing rate of 
speed by the ZIP, 

In 1967 Photon produced System 
G, This consists of graphics im- 
put consoles, and automates the 
creation and production of the 
engineering schematics, and it 
makes possible the storage of all 
drawing material and data, in the 
computer, for later retrieval and 
updating, & is used widely in 
the architectural and engineering 
field, 

Two years ago Photon introduced 
the solid-state Keycomp tape per- 
forating keyboard, These high 
speed, hard-copy, tape perforators 
were designed to increase the tape 
production, with instand and sim- 
plified push button access to the 
full range of the 713 automatic 
typographic functions, & allows 
the operators to concentrate on
